AS  1954  U.J.A.  PASSES  $226,000.00  MARK 


Over  $226,000.00  has  been  raised 
thus  far  on  behalf  of  the  1954  United 
Jewish  Appeal  and  its  eighteen  benefi- 
ciary agencies,  according  to  announce- 
ments made  yesterday  by  Samuel 
Berger,  Q.C.,  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Campaign  and  Alex  Betcherman, 
Chairman  of  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee. 

In  reporting  on  the  progress  of  the 
campaign  to  date  at  the  Report  Lunch- 
eon, Joe  Barrett,  Captain  of  Captains 
pointed  out  that  the  intensive  coverage 
of  prospects  this  year  through  the  “Blitz” 
medium  had  produced  a record  number 
of  contributors.  Of  the  1255  completed 
cards,  830  were  covered  by  the  Special 
Names  and  General  Division,  180  were 
covered  by  the  Civil  Service  Division 
and  245  came  from  the  Youth  Division. 
Over  300  new  donors  were  added  to 
the  rolls  this  year. 

In  paying  tribute  to  the  many  volun- 
teer workers  who  helped,  both  Mr. 
Betcherman  and  Mr.  Berger  stressed 
the  importance  of  covering  the  eighty 
odd  cards  which  are  still  unreported. 
On  the  basis  of  previous  giving,  these 
cards  are  expected  to  boost  the  total 
well  over  last  year’s  figure  of 
$227,000.00. 

Joe  Barrett  and  Lazarus  S.  Green- 
berg, Chairman  of  the  Special  Names 
Committee  have  urged  canvassers  with 
cards  in  their  possession  to  make  their 
calls  as  soon  as  possible,  since  the  ul- 
timate sucess  of  the  drive  depends  on 
these  final  returns.

REGENERATION  OF  THE  SYNAGOGUE 

'The  regeneration  of  the  Synagogue  is  inseparable  from  the 
regeneration  of  our  communal  existence.  It  can  only  live  by  the 
strength  that  is  receives  from  the  community.  The  Synagogue  is  in- 
capable of  regeneration  of  itself:  it  is  lost  standing  alone.  This 

characteristic  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  origin  and  whole  history  of  the 
Synagogue.  The  Synagogue  replaced  the  Temple  Service  in  Jerusalem, 
insofar  as  the  latter  was  a national  obligation.  For  that  reason  the  Syna- 
gogue was  never  anything  but  the  “Tsibur”  i.e.,  the  community,  the 
nation  at  prayer.  It  never  was  a clerical  organization  of  believers  but 
a national  institution,  in  the  sense  that  it  was  based  on  the  national 
unit  and  had  to  further  the  task  of  the  nation  outside  the  Synagogue. 

The  only  way  to  save  the  Synagogue  is  by  liquidating  “Synago- 
gue Judaism”.  The  place  of  worship  is  not  to  be  separated  from  the 
life  that  surges  around  its  walls.  The  quality  of  worship  is  determined 
by  the  quality  of  the  worshipper,  which  is  moulded  by  forces  outside 
the  Synagogue.  These  forces  if  they  are  to  create  Jewish  character, 
must  be  directed  and  applied  by  the  spiritual  strength  of  the  living 
community.  If  the  Synagogue  is  without  influence  it  shows  that  Judaism 
has  lost  its  hold  on  Jews.  Without  Jewish  practice  outside  the 
Synagogue  there  is  no  true  devotion  inside  it.  Without  Jewish  living 
there  can  be  no  Jewish  praying.  The  true  Synagogue  is  no  place  of  escape 
from  life  but  of  critical  and  searching  meditation  on  it,  on  its  failures  in 
the  past  and  on  its  new  resolves  for  the  future.  It  is  no  place  for 
forgetting  but  one  for  remembering.  The  most  important  thing  in  the 
Synagogue  is  our  life  outside  of  it.  It  is  this  inseparable  relation  to  life 
which  makes  the  Synagogue  an  institution  of  the  living  community.  The 
Synagogue  has  its  proper  place  and  function  as  part  of  a communal 
whole.  It  must  have  its  root  in  the  community  and  its  strength  is 
derived  from  the  strength  of  the  community.  There  will  be  no  return  to 
the  Synagogue  unless  a meaning  is  restored  to  Jewish  life  through  the 
communal  organism. 

It  is,  therefore,  my  contention  that  the  regeneration  of  the 
Synagogue  is  inseparable  from  the  regeneration  of  our  communal  exist- 
ence.
